day discussing the administration 
of the tax laws of the state. The 
session was opened early this 
morning by an address on recent 
changes in the income tax laws 
ot the state by Commissioner Car- 
roll D. Atwood. Other addresses 
at this morning's session, which is 
being held in the hearing room i( 
the capitol, were made by A. I> 
Emerson and J. H. Leenhouts. The 
sessions will 
close 
Wednesday 
evening; 
Most of the changes in 


;he income tax law made by the 
ast session of the legislature were 
of a technical 
nature, declared 


Commissioner Atwood in his ad- 
dress. 
'"A somewhat 
radical 
change 
was made in the apportionment 
of the income tax law," declared 
Commissioner Atwood. "This sec- 
ion previous to this amendment, 
provided that all income tax col- 
ected should be divided as 
fol- 
ows: "Ten per cent to the state, 
wenty per cent to the county, and 
seventy per cent to the town, city 
or village in which 
it was as- 


sessed, levied and collected." As 
amended by Chapter 485, the ta.x 
is distributed as follows: "Ten 
per cent to the state; 2 per cent 
o the county, and the balance to 
he towns, cities or villages 
in 


which, the tax was assessed, lev- 
ed and 
collected, 
except 
that 


when such balance exceeds 2 per 
cent of the 
equalized value of 


such town, city or village, under 
section 1073, siich excess shall he 
paid to the county, to be distrib- 
itod and paid to the several 
owns, cities and villages of 
the 


county according to the school 
sopulation therein." 
The change in the apportion- 


ment of income tax inatle by the 
amendment will not 
be of " gen- 


sral application throughout 
the 
tale. It will only apply to those 
jounties where the balance 
col- 
ected, after pacing the state and 
:ounty ten and twenty per cent, 
espectively, of the tax collected, 
xceeds two per cent of the value 
if the district where assessed as 
qualized by the county boand. In 
Iher words, no district may re- 
eive from income tax 
a sum in 


xcess of 2 per cent of its equal- 
zed valuation, the excess being 
>aid to the various towns, cities 
nd villages of the county, accord- 
ng to school 
population.

aw was passed in answer to the 
emands of certain counties 
in 


tvhich there were 
country dis- 


icts, 
containing . prosperous 


nanufacturing 
plants, 
paying 


u-ge income taxes, for which the 
districts in which they were lo- 
cated, had no immediate use. It 
v/as believed that such excess 
might very 
well be

throughout the county to meet the 
payment of necessary and urgent 
municipal expenses,

Germany, through her chancdlor, Count von Hertling, 


declares that a general peace can be discussed on the basis 
of £he four principles laid down recently by President Wil- 
son. 
However, the chancellor's acceptance was followed 


by the statement that the principles must be recognized 
by all states and peoples which stage, he said, had not yet 
been reached. 


A court of arbitration is lacking, the chancellor said, 


adding that the tribunal of the world is prejudiced against 
Germany, which declines to be judgec) by it. 
He insisted 


that the entente war aims were still imperialistic although 
admitting that the president's message is a "small step" 
toward peace. 


. Chancellor von Hertling voiced no great change in Ger- 


many's attitude toward the question which entente states- 
men have declared to be fundamental. He did not'go into 
great detail concerning Germany's conduct toward Presi- 
dent Wilson's proposals. 
The abject surrender of Russia 


was gloried in as leading to peace on the eastern front and 
a hint was thrown out to the Belgian government to enter 
into separate negotiations with Germany. The problem 'of 
Alsace-Lorraine continues to be held as havinog no inter- 
national aspect. 


Meanwhile, although Russia is ready to conclude peace; 


the Teuton conquest of her territory goes on apparently un- 
impeded. 
Reval, the Russian naval base on the southern 


coast of the Gulf of Finland, and Pskov, 175 miles southwest 
of Petrograd, have been occupied. 
The Bolsheviki Red 


Guard later recaptured Pskov, it is reported. 
The rapid 


German advance continues along the line southward, es- 
pecially in Volhynia and the Ukraine. 


In Siberia the situation is very serious and Japan is 


reported to be preparing to intervene there very soon. The 
non-Bolsheviki forces there have to contend not only with 
the Bolsheviki but also against released Austro-German 
prisoners. 


Activity on the western fronts is still confined to raids, 


artillery duels and aerial fighting and bombing. There has 
been an increase in the raiding operations along the Piave , 
river, in Italy, but no change in positions has occurred. The 
artillery duel in the American sector in France is still in- 
tense. 


Another German raider, the Wolf, has arrived in port 


after harassing entente merchant vessels in the Atlantic, 
Indian and Pacific oceans. 
The total number of vessels des- 


troyed by the Wolf has not been disclosed but the loss of 
eleven, three of them American, in the Indian and Pacific 
oceans is assumed by the British admiralty to be due to her 
activities. 


Unable to break the British cordon around the North 


sea the Wolf slipped into the, Austrian port of Pola. on the 
Adriatic. 
She brought 400 prisoners and a valuable cargo 


taken from her prizes. 
A second auxiliary cruiser which 


the Wolf equipped, was sunk by her crew, which was cap- 
tured by a British warship last February. 
While the Wolf 


was gone 15 months she apparently did not do as great dam- 
age as her famous sister ship, the Moewe, which carried out 
two raids in the Atlantic in 1915 and 1916.
